At least, looking back 
as far as the Acts of the Apostles, 
which tells of the original Gama- 
liel. 
Gamaliel 


was a leading con- 
servative in Jerusalem, in the 
days when the Apostles Peter 
and John were building up the 
Christian Church. Gamaliel was 

a Pharisee, a doctor of the law, 
had in reputation among all the 
people.’ He was also a noted 
teacher, and Saul of Tarsus, who 
became the Apostle Paul, said 
that he had been “brought up at 
the feet of Gamaliel.”’ 

When Peter and John refused 
to stop preaching, they were 
taken before the high priest and 
council of the Sanhedrin, which 
considered the question of hav- 
ing them put to death. Hiow 
Camaliel advised moderation, 
and probably saved the apostles’ 
lives, is told in the fifth chap- 
ter of the Acts. 

“Ye men of Israel,”’ 
said, “take heed to 
what ye intend to do 
ing these men. I| say unto you, 
refrain from these men and let 
them alone; for j{f this counsel 
or this work be of men, it will 
come to nought; but if it be of 
God, ye cannot overthrow it.’’ 
This argument prevailed on the 
council, which ordered the apos- 
tles released, after a beating for 
their obduracy. 

The Hebrew meaning of the 
name Gamaliel is “God is aveng- 
er.”’ The old custom of bestow- 
ing Bible names on infants, 
however, was based not so much 
on the original meaning of the 
name as on the qualities which 
its wearer showed in the Bible 
record.
